Nene of us who attended the Country Fair an 13 July will need reminding what & 
splendid occasion it turned cut to be; even the weather was fair, confounding a 
gloomy forecast! But some future Buf fy Heywood, in the year 2141, researching 
Deddington happenings of. one hundred and fifty years, age, “might welcome a brief 
note of the highlights, 


Qur honorary Town Crier, Mr Alan Ranpley, resplendent in tricorn hat and full 
regalia (even if a tighter fit since last he wore it) declared the Fair open and ~ 
reminded us. that the event commenarated the two hundredth anniversary of the 
recommissianing of the Church bells which fell down in 1635 and were not restored 
until 1791, He then led the. crowd from the Town Hall to Ivy House where 

Mrs Elizabeth Ware had arranged a & procession of ladies and gentlemen attired in 
every conceivable but authentic costume of two hundred years ago, Never, since 
then, could the Market Place have boasted such a collection of petticoats and 
periwigs, stoles and stomachers, buck les and bows! A gorgecus spectacle, warthy 
ef the best of the old MGM Technicolor films, 

The Town Crier led the procession across the Market Place to the west door of the 
Church where the Bishop of Dorchester, the Rt Rev Anthony Russell, re-enacted the 
ancient ceremony of handing over the bells to our Vicar, Rev Kenneth Reeves , whic 
in turn handed them ta the Captain of the Tower, Mr William. Ivings, Three short. 
prayers were affered by the Bishop, one for the ‘Bells, one for the Church and one 
for the Parish, a moving moment of reflection and thanksgiving before the 
pracessicn. moved back ta the Market Place, where. all the fun of the Fair awaited 
cur. pleasure, 


The stalls offered a wide variety of bric-a-brac, cakes and confections: 
scrumptious teas were available in the lovely garden of the home of Sir Brian and 
Lady Kellett; side shows ranging from traditional stocks to computer games gave

The Grand Draw provided over 40 prizes, generously donated by local firms and 
individuals: all prizes were claimed later, if not immediately, 


The Fair Committee have tried to thank all organisations and individuals who

‘thank you' in this way, Not least to aur honorary ‘official photographer ', 

Mr Roy Berridge, whose excellent pictures da the occasion much mare justice than 
mere words, For the record, the Fair raised aver £2,500 far Parish Church 
improvement projects, apart. from profits. retained by aur Clubs and Societies for 
their own purposes, But once.again the real success was the way the Fair brought 
everyone together for. a happy afternoon,

THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS. AGO - by. Buffy Heywood, ...: 

In his diaries for September 1841 the Rev Cotton Risley refers to the 
Horticultural Show and also a Turnpike meeting - anda “hurricane” at the end of 
the month, There is also a mention of “Pilcock Street", As now, September meant 
the start of school, and the first term at Boarding school was as hard as ever, 
30TH AUGUST - Went to Londen and went shopping with the children and afterwards I 
took Halford and Willy to Brook Green to Wickhams, Holford was rather dull poor 
fellow ~ little Willy was not 50, not knowing what school was yet, The following 
day we left for Brighton, ee : 

1ST SEPTEMBER ~ After breakfast at The Ship Hotel we took poor dear Betsy to Miss 
Roberts to school ~ we left her in very good spirits, 

SRO SEPTEMBER - Little Betsy came to breakfast and spend the day with us, Miss 
Roberts having permitted her sa to de, She was very low spirited poor thing, 
having now felt what it is to be separated from parents who both doat upon her and 
love her dearly, She did her utmost to command her feelings, dear thing, but they 
were natural and could not be controlled, After tea we took her back in a fly te 
Miss Roberts - she ard all of us were very much distressed at parting from each 
other, We went to bed quite in the dumps, 

STH SEPTEMBER - Our annual Horticultural Exhibition took place at the Town Hall, f 
gained several prizes for fruit and vegetables, The Horticultural Dinner took 
place at the Kings Arms, 

13TH SEPTEMBER - Mr Field drove me up to The Fox at North Aston ta attend a 
Turnpike Meeting with two other Trustees, We let the repair of the road from 
Adderbury to Oxford for 3 years to one Carter living at Deddingtoan Toll Gate and 
one Dixon of Kidlington on their finding proper sureties for completing their 
contracts, Gave my Bailiff notice to quit his present situation with me on the 
Ist of October - in consequence of his persisting in keeping up an intimacy with 
cur late Cook whe had a short time since left our service, He went down toa Warwick 
cn purpose to see her yesterday morning very early fas he did not sleep at the 
farm house on Saturday night) and did not return till six o'clock this evening, 
14TH SEPTEMBER - We heard from dearest Betsy for the first time since we left her 
at Brighton ~ she did not write in the best of spirits poor thing! 

18TH SEPTEMBER - I sent a message ta Thomas C, against whom I had ordered twa 
informations to be laid for sporting on my land without leave, to say if he would 
beg parden and promise not to sport over property in Deddington without leave I 
would overlook his conduct this time, He came down with his brather and I gave 
him & good lecture about his general conduct and some advice for the future if he 
would but follow it, He promised not to trespass again on my land and signed a4 
paper ta that effect - ar any other land in Deddington without leave, 
29TH SEPTEMBER - Another showery windy day ~- after the perfect hurricane it blew 
last. night, upwards of 95 bushels of apples were found strewed on the ground in 
the orchard this morning, A Blenheim Orange tree was blown down, 


.AND DEODINGTON* S DAY - by Fred Deely 
doudangtael Ss Day was: the Flower Show, held in the Castle Grounds every autumn, One 
year in the early thirties they Held a Red X demonstration, They wanted someone ta 
pide a horse, jump a hurdle, fall off and pretend to break his collar bone, Jack 
Warren Ca proper daredevil), back from the war vealunteered, He jumped the hurdle, 
fell off, and actually broke his collar bone, He was a proper gentleman, I knew 
him well and I believe a very nice lady whe still lives at Clifton is some 
relation of fis, When he was 80 he was driving new Morris cars from Cowley to 
Newcastle, I don’t know how many years the Castle Grounds have been the recreation 
grounds but my father called it Castle Rec and played down there when he went ta 
school, and Mr WJ French wanted to buy it in 1921 from the Commissioners, I 
believe it was bought in the early forties by the Parish Council, It fas always 
been home of the Football Club and they always played cricket there and when I was 
young we played football on many moonlight nights and generally finished up with 
fights, I have several photos of the Flower Show taken in 1926 and I fave also a 
photea af the” thatched pavilion which was in the south west corner of the grounds , 
WG Grate played cricket there, It was rumoured that the above pavilion was burned 
down and they then built another one on the left coming into the grounds,
